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end a series of carefully-planned steps 
have been taken by England recently. 
Last 
winter 
she tried ber best 


to 
acquire 
control 
of 
Necker 


Island, which she wanted for a mid- 
ocean cable station. This bit of land 
is nothing but a barren rock, incapa- 
ble of supporting life, situated to the 
northwest of tbe Hawaiian group, to 
which it belongs, though It is not 
properly a member of that little ar- 
chipelago. Bat the Hawaiian repub- 
lic would not give it up, owing to a 
treaty-, with tbe United ~ States by 
which It has guaranteed not to cede 
any parfc of its possessions to a foreign 
power. Accordingly, Fan ning Island, 
1200 
miles south of Honolulu, has 


been selected instead. Thither the 
cable is to go direct from Victoria. 


Daring the last half dozen years 


England has been quietly taking pos- 
session of group after group of islands 
in tbe South Pacific, with the inten- 
tion of utilising tbe most suitable bits 
of land for telegraph stations on the 
great transoceanic route. Tbe gob- 
bling process has been carried on un- 
obtrusively, but systematically. Pro- 
tectorates were established wherever 
it was not practicable to assume own- 
ership. In 1888 the British flag was 
raised on Kingman, Palmyra, Wash- 
ington, Fanning, Christmas, Dudosa, 
Rlereon aod Penrhyn Islands. In the 
same year ber majesty, the queen, 
took under her protection Elllce Isl- 
and tbe Phoenix, Union and Gilbert 
groups. She already had a protector- 
ate over tbe Fiji Islands. In 1889 she 
took Suwaroff Island, and in 1891 
Johnston Island, which is about 500 
miles west of tbe south end of the Ha- 
waiian archipelago. In 1892 Gardiner 
and Danger Islands were appropriat- 
ed. AH of these islands ana groups 
have been examined with a view to 
determine their availability for tbe 
purpose mentioned. 


Tbe distances to be traversed by the 


proposed cable are enormous. As tbe 
crow flies it is 3860 miles from Victo- 
ria to Fanning Island. From Fan- 
ning Island to Fiji It is 1967 miles, 
and from the latter point to Auckland 
is 1348 miles. From Auckland to Syd- 
ney, 
in New South Wales, a cable is 


already laid. This is the route con- 
templated, the total distance to be 
covered being about 7200 statute miles. 
Careful estimates recently made by 
the hydrographic office in this city 
show that tbe cost of laying a trans- 
Pacific cable would be just about $1000 
per mile, including everything. This 
would bring the total expense of put- 
ting down tbe line from Victoria to 
Auckland, exclusive of preliminary 
surveys, up to $7,200,000. Tee cost & 
somewhat increased by the fact that 
the cable itself has to be carried all 
the way from England. No sub-ma- 
rine cables are manufactured on this 
continent. Most of tbose now em- 
ployed were made in England, where 
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the business was originally initiated. 
Four firms in that country devote 
their attention exclusively to that in- 
dustry; there are two similar concerns 
in France and one in Italy. 


To Girdle tbe Earth. 


Victoria, which Is at the south end 


of Vancouver Island, is already con- 
nected by cable with Vancouver town 
across the straits on tbe mainland. 
Vancouver town is the terminus of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad. Thus 
tbe proposed line will convey mes- 
sages direct from Europe to Australia, 
and tbe London merchant will be able 
to send telegrams beneath two oceans 
to Sydney. From Sydney the same 
telegrams could be forwarded back to 
London by way of India and the con- 
tinent of Europe. Thus it will be 
practicable actually, when this pro- 
ject is accomplished, to transmit an 
electric spark entirely around tbe 
World. By throwing open all circuits 


Island. Such obstacles as drowned 
mountains, which occur in all oceaus 
are easily avoided. One such was dis- 
covered recently, incidentally to the 
exploration of (he submarine lane 
from California to the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, 750 miles to the westward of 
Monterey bay. ;Though it Is a inigbty 
volcanic peak two and a half miles 
high, its existence bad not been sus- 
pected previously, because half a mile 
of water flows above It. 


Less is known of tbe paving and 


contour of the ocean floor for the rest 
of the proposed route, from Fanning 
Island to Auckland, which ia a dis- 
tance about eqnal to that from New 
York to Liverpool—namely, 3315 8tat- 
ute miles as th* crow flies. Tbe nor- 
mal level of the bottom of the Pacific 
is a little less ttt>n three miles, though 
there are deeper tineas, and here and 
there a yawning cbasm, as off the 
east coast of Japan, where a subma- 
rine valley occurs six and a half miles 
in breadth. To tbe southward, how 
ever, over the greater part of the 
watery region extending from Fan- 
ning Island to Auckland the ocean is 
somewhat more shallow, though occa- 
sionally depths exceeding three miles 
occur between the numerous groups of 
islands. These groups mark great 
shoals, which probably are of volcanic 
origin, tbe Islands themselves being 
prominences'high enough to appear 
above 
the 
surface. Coral polyps, 


which can live only in shallows, have 
utilized every available shoal place 
for their building operations, uplifting 
out of the sep reefs which in many 
cases bave formed islands of consider- 
able area. Sacb islands are apt to be 
of an oval or approximately circular 
shape, a ring of reef inclosing a sort 
of harbor. 


Euemies of the Cable 


Already there is communication 


overland and under peas all the way 
from Victoria, B. C., to Auckland. 
Tbe connection of Auckland with 
Victoria will make tbe circuit of tbe 
globe complete. 


That portion of the route which lies 


between Victoria and Fanning Island 
is supposed to be particularly suitable 
for the laying a cable. Tbe bottom is 
presumably of tbe same character as 
tbat found all along the lane, 300 
miles wide, from California to the 
Hawaiian Islands, which was recent- 
ly surveyed under tbe direction of 
tbe Hyorogzaphic Office of tbe Unit- 
ed States C.tvy. It is probably, there- 
fore, a fine ooze, composed chiefly of 
mod aod of shells of almost micro 
scoplo "ac'jinals, called foraminifera. 
In deptba npt greatly exceeding a 
mile tbe characteristic shells are apt 
to be those-of small mollu*ks known 
to the naturalists as pteropods. Tbe 
pteropods and foraminifera live near 
tbe surface of the ocean, and the ooze 
is formed by the continual rain of 
their shells, which fall from above. 


An ocean cable has enemies, ani- 


mal, vegetable and mineral. In shoal 
waters and sometimes in great depths 
where the presence of volcanic nod- 
ules in the bottom aaCerial betrays 
recent 
subterranean • disturbances, 


sulphuric and other chemical com- 
pounds which attack the telegraphic 
rope. Tbe line between Havana and 
Key WePt,ua8 been renewed by tbe 
WesteK- Imfon -Company six times 
within the last twenty years on ac- 
count of such destructive agencies. 
Off the coast of Cuba, in very deep 
water, are wells of pitch. This sub- 
stance seems to ooze out through 
the crust of tbe earth from deposits 
beneath tbe sea bottom which corre- 
spond in character to the lakes of 
pitch tbat are found on the island of 
Trinidad and elsewhere. 


Tbe vegetable enemies of the cable 


are seaweeds, which contain iodine. 
Tbe latter substance, which eats iron, 
is found in the shallow coastal waters 
where these plants grow. 
Sharks 


sometimes bite cables and swordfiah 
bave been known to injure them. 
There is a case on record of a whale 
tbat became entangled in a bight of 
cable which bung like a festoon be- 
tween two elevations on tbe sea bot- 
tom. Tbe result was a break, and 
experts sent out on a ship to mend it 
hauled tbe great animal to the sur- 
face, quite dead of course. Such acci- 
dents are avoided wben all parts of tbe 
cable He in actual contact with the 
ocean floor. Furthermore, when the

made very useful by clearing away 
coral heads that have grown up here 
aud there inside the encompassing 
reef. Tbe latter is half a mile wide, 
aud in no part is more than two or 
or three feet above the surface of the 
ocean, except on the north and east 
tides, where a ridge of ten feet high 
serves as a breakwater. Land crabs 
are enormously abundant.

Many years 
ago there was a factory for making 
cocoanut oil. _ The atoll is covered 
tbickly with cocoanut trees, so as to 
be visible at a distance of fifteen miles 
at sea. On March 15, 1888, Capt. Sir 
W. Wiseman of H. M. 8. Caroline 
took formal possession of Fanning Isl- 
and In the name of tbe queen. 


Naturally, much interest attaches 
to this island, on which is to be estab- 
lished a mid-ocean telegraph station. 
Necker Island, which was desired by 
the British for the purpose, was dis- 
covered by La Perouse, November 1, 
1786. 
'It is a barren rock, three quar- 
ters of a mile long and 340 yards broad, 
having at the ends two peaks, about 
275 feet high 
It is situated nearly on 


the Tropic of Cancer, in 23 degrees and 
35 minutes north latitude. Not a tree 
grows on it, but vegetation Is abund- 
ant near the heights, on which much 
guano is found. The shores are as 
steep as walls, and the sea beats 
against them with fury. Necker Isl- 
and was surveyed in 1860 by Lieut. 
Brooke, U. 8. N. He was at that 
time a midshipman, b'jt was destined 
to achieve celebrity as a submarine 
surveyor. He invented the first prac- 
ticable device for making deep-sea 
soundings, and this was employed 
with success at the time of the laying 
of the first cable across the Atlantic.

Steps were taken some time ago to- 
ward the formation or a company for 
the purpose of laying a cable from 
California to China by way of Hono- 
lulu. The idea Is that the wire shall 
go to Yokohama, Japan, thence to 
Nagasaki by land, and from Nagasaki 
under water 800 miles to Hongkong. 
It is estimated that the whole plant 
would cost $10,000000. 
A telegram 


from Hongkong to New York has DOW 
to travel by way of Europe 13,000 
miles under water and 700 miles over- 
land, costing $2 25 a word. The same 
business could be done by the proposed 
line at the rate of $1 a word. 


If you will take a map of the Pacific 


ocean and draw a straight line from 
San Francisco to Hongkong you will 
find that it passes through the Hawai- 
ian group. 
Draw another line from 


Victoria, B. C., to Sydney, Australia, 
and it passes through the Hawaiian 
Islands. Again, draw a straight line 
from the Nicaragua canal to China, 
and it will pass through the Hawaiian 
group. 
These lines represent the 
routes of the present and future com- 
merce.—RENE BACHE in Washing- 
ton Star.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The first 


official intimation of the appointment 
of William R. Castle as Hawaiian 
Minister to this country was received 
at the State Department today when 
a dispatch was received from Minister 
Willis to that eflfect. Now the ques- 
tion has arisen as to whether Castle 
will be persona non grata to the Ad- 
ministration. He wrote a letter to 
Senator Kyle, of South Dakota, last 
February, in which he gave utterance 
to the opinion that there would have 
been, no uprising of the royaliats In 
Hawaii " had it not been for the con- 
viction of the Queen's adherents that 
they would have the moral support of 
the Government at Washington." 
No attention was paid to the letter 


at the time, for the reason that Castle 
was simply a citizen of Hawaii, and 
Senator Kyle was not a part of the 
executive branch of the Government 
of the United States. Now that the 
writer of the letter has been appointed 
to a position that brings him into 
close relationship with the Govern- 
ment, it may be necessary to take 
notice of his opinions. There is a 
feeling, however, that the Govern- 
ment has had Its fill of the Hawaiian 
business, and will not do anything to 
stir up the unfavorable criticism which 
was passed upon it in the early days 
of the island republic.

Would be Named for the Position. 
WASHINGTON, June 8.—The desig- 


nation of William R. Castle by the 
Hawaiian Government to succeed 
Lorrin A. Thurston as Minister to the 
United States came as a surprise to 
the diplomatic corps. It has been 
rather generally presumed in Wash 
ington that Frank P. Hastings, who 
came to Washington as Secretary of 
the Legation and has acted as Charge 
<TAffaires since the return to Honolulu 
of Mr. Thurston, would be promoted 
to the.posltion. 
But for the particular interest which 


the Hawaiian people feel in maintain- 
ing the most friendly relations with 
the United States, it Is not unlikely 
that the legation would have been left 
for a longer time officered only by a 
charge, that being the usual method 
of allowing an international anpleas- 
ness to heal when a government does 
not wish to admit ita representative, 
who has been declared persona non 
grata, is at fault.

VICTORIA (B. C.), June 10.—The

lokai island to look for opium supposec 
to have been sunk by the schooner 
Norma, which sailed from here last 
fall.It Is pretty generally believed tha 
the Norma had opium on board when 
she left, and It is believed that the 
owners have not yet realized on it, 
although one of them spent all win 
ter in Hawaii. It is just possible tha' 
it was cached offMolokai, and is stil 
there. 


Concession to Canadian Steam Line. 
OTTAWA (Ontario), June 8.—The 
Department of Trade and Commerce 
ia advised that Important concessions 
have been made to Huddart's Austra- 
lian steamship line by the Hawaiian 
Government. 


The company is given freedom from 


all charges at the port of Honolulu for 
storage of coal for vessels. 
The com- 
pany agrees during a term of two 
years to carry all Hawaiian mails 
without charge to the Government 
and bold to its present schedule.

"You will see by our position 
(twenty miles north of the Equa- 
tor) that the good ship Kenilworth 
has broken the record up to this 
date; we are now 165 miles ahead 
of the Sovereign of the Seas, when 
she made the passage in 83-J days 
and if good luck still holds by us, 
we can, from this position make 
the passage in 82 days eaeily. 1 
am somewhat excited and every 
time I go on deck I whistle for a 
little more wind—she must have 
no calms or head winds from here ; 
I have just 15 days to make 3245 
miles to win. 


"The first five days were almost 


a dead loss to us; we made res 
pectively but 45, 53, 39, 45, 70 
miles a day. 
Then we caught the 


northeast trades and have made 
the fine average of 177^ miles each 
day since leaving Honolulu. Our 
biggest day's run was 317 miles on 
April 22d while off the Horn." 


On May 29th Captain Baker 


added this postscript: "We have 
lost tbe deal! We are now 83-J 
days (the Sovereign of the Seas 
time) and are 486 miles from 
Sandy Hook." 


In closing his letter the captain 


states that he came to anchor off 
Sandy Hook on the 4th inst. after 
a passage of 90 days. He states 
that for the last two weeks of the 
trip they had but little wind.

8atunlay forenoou. 


The Senate is now iu a position to 


name its members of the Council of 
State, the notice of those elected by 
the House of Representatives having 
been received Saturday uiornlng. The" 
session of Saturday was a short one as 
usual in order to allow the special 
committee to devote its time to the 
land bill. President Wilder appointed 
Senators Schmidt, McCandless and 
Wright as a committee to investigate 
the business conditions of the coun- 
try pursuant to Senator Schmidt's 
resolution introduced the first of the 
week. 


On motion of Senator Baldwin the 


election of members of the Council of 
State was made the special order of 
the day for Monday.

from each House, to report upon a 
more feasible loute from Nuuanu to 
Koolaupoko by tunnel or otherwise.

The 
Senate then adjourned to the usual 
hour Monday.

tle." 
It is unfortunate that our 


esteemed contemporary does not 
like Mr. Castle, it is a misfortune 
to have even the ill-will of a dog, 
but our esteemed contemporary 
ought to have been in the business 
long enough to realize that good 
government and the welfare of a 
nation are not based on personal 
likes and dislikes. 


Of course, it will be claimed that 


"Anybody but Castle" does not 
mean "Anything personal." 
Pos- 


sibly it is a choice bit of brevity 
which carries high purpose and 
depth of reason, but it is a method 
of concise argument in which the 
people must be more thoroughly 
schooled before the person using it 
as a weapon can be seen as he sees 
himself. 


Mr. Castle's opponents have ob 


tained a stay in proceedings that 
the Senate might more thoroughly 
investigate the position of. these 
friendly enemies. 
And what has 


been the result? The investigating 
committee finds that the native 
population almost to a man is unre- 
servedly in favor of Mr.Castle. They 
believe that he will represent their 
interests at Washington, as well as 
those of every citizen of Hawaii. It 
is alfo found that some people don't 
want Mr. Castle to go to Washing- 
ton. 
Why? "Oh, because. Any- 


body but Castle." "Because" was 
once known as a woman reason, 
but the modern woman objects to 
having it laid at her door. Yet.we 
are told it applies in this case. 


We cannot believe that the high- 


est legislative body in this country 
will call on the President for an- 
other appointment, that Mr. Castle 
will withdraw, or that the Execu- 
tive will look about for "anybody 
but Castle," until some argument 
is

than 
that 


weighty conclusion—because. 


A NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 
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Hawaii is proud of its schools 


and well it might be—in a quali- 
fied sense. The school system is 
good, the teachers are conscien- 
tious and the results are excellent 
considering the conditions under 
which some of the scholars and 
teachers labor but what of the 
school buildings ? Good as a rule, 
good as could be expected in the 
outlying districts but the city of 
Honolulu is sadly deficient. Its 
representative school building is 
an old, much worn wooden struc- 
ture on Fort street. 
This institu- 


tion of learning serves the purpose 
simply because there is nothing 
better, but it is a pertinent ques- 
tion how loog the city can afford 
to continue to point to this build- 
ing as its representative school 
building. 


The 
Board 
of Education 
has 


undertaken 
to impress upon the 


people the necessity of replacing 
this building with a modern struc- 
ture, and it has the support of 
every friend of education in its 
labors. 
Few if any cities repre- 


senting the population and wealth 
of Honolulu would be satisfied to 
allow its high school scholars to 
suffer 
the 
disadvantages which 


must be experienced by the chil- 
dren of Honolulu. It is not a mat- 
ter of sentiment by any means, 


Provided scholars are of equal 


intelligence, school books well se- 
lected and cour.-e of M n d y mapjcd 
out with equal care, (curlier^ and 
Scholar.- hoil-e 1 in

TBESFASS. 


When cultivated land is treipussed on by 
animals and damage done to the crops, 
'he owner of the land is uot compelled 
to impound tbe animals, aud is not 
bartea from brmgins a suit to recover 
damages resulting from tbe trespass. 
It is optional with the owner of the 
land either to resort to the impound- 
ing law, or bring a suit to recover 
damages 


OPINION OF THE COUBT BY BICKEETON, J. 


It appears that the defendant's 


horse trespassed on the cultivated 
land of the plaintiff; that stones were 
thrown at the animal in driving it off 
the land, resulting in the horse's leg 
being broken; tbe owner of the horse 
brought suit in the District Court of 
Hamakua, Hawaii, against the plain- 
tiff and recovered $35 damages for the 
loss of tbe horse. The plaintiff brought 
suit in the same Court against the de- 
fendant for $50 damages, resulting 
from the trespass of the said horse 
and destruction of crops. The de- 
fendant moved the Court to dismiss 
tbe suit, on the ground tbat the plain- 
tiff should have impounded the ani- 
mal under See. 14, Chap. XXXV 
Laws of 1888 which reads as Joliows 
"When any animal or animals are 
taken up for trespass, the owner, if 
ki own, shall be immediately noti- 
fied, if reasonably practicable, of such 
fact, and of tbe amount of damage 
and trespass fees claimed, and if be 
shall refuse or fail to pay tbe lega 
charges, or in case the owner be un- 
known, then tbe animal or animals 
shall be impounded forthwith," anc 
not having done so, he is barred from 
bringing this action 
for damages. 


Tbe Court sustained this position anr 
dismissed the suit. 
The 
plaintifl 


then appealed to this Court on a point 
of law as follows: 


"Whether 
plaintiff 
not having 


taken up and impounded tbe anima 
trnspassing, under Sec. 14, Chap. 
XXXV, Laws of 1888, is barred from 
bringing an action for damages done 
to his crops by trespass of the animal 
of defendant." 


We are of tbe opinion that the 


plaintiff is in no way barred from 
bringing tbla action. It does not ap- 
pear that plaintiff even arrested the 
animal; it would seem as though he 
had tried to drive it off the land and 
in doing so injured the horse so that 
it resulted in its death, and he has had 
to pay for it. Even if the plaintiff 
baa wished to impound tbe animal, 
under tbe statute, it may be that he 
could not have done so under tbe cir- 
cumstances. Tbere might be a num- 
ber of illustrations given where it 
would be impossible to apply the im- 
pounding statute. To say the person 
whose land baa been trespassed on 
and crops damaged, has no remedy 
other than of the impounding law, 
where circumstances prevent him 
from acting under it, would be assured 
io the extreme. 
Iu our opinion it is 


entirely optional with a person to 
bring an action for trespass or resort 
to the impounding law. the statutory 
remedy being not exclusive of other 
remedies. 


This suit should have been heard by 


the Magistrate on its merits and a 
judgment rendered; there was noth- 
ing to warrant the Magistrate in dis- 
missing the case. 


The case is remanded to tr>e District 


Court of Hamakua, Hawaii, for hear- 
ing on its merits.

Exceptions do not lie from a decision of a 


Circuit Judge at Chambers in Probate 
, lo the tinpreme Court. Generally an 
appeal may be taken from a Circuit 
Judge at Chambers to the Supreme 
Court, but it must be heard on the evi- 
dence taken below and only newly dis- 
covered and material evidence intro- 
duced. 


But if the appeal from a Circuit Judge at 
Chambers be on the validity of a will or 
on facts touching the descent of prop- 
erty and the estate exceed tbe value of 
$500, the appellant is entitled to appeal 
to a jury (p. 394 Compiled Laws), and 
by Ctaap. 109 Laws of 1892, he cannot 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 


If the appellant in such case desires a re- 
trial un tbe facts, he must appeal to tbe 
Circuit Cpnrt, where he can have a 
jury at his option or a hearing before 
ihe Court, another Judge presiding, 
and errors of law can then come by ex- 
ception to the Supreme Court. 


When the Circuit Judge at Chambers has 


made no order refusing probate to an 
alleged will, the proponent may with- 
draw an "appeal" taRen under the mis- 
apprehension thateuch order had been 
made. 


The time within which an appeal may be 
taken begins to run from the day the 
order is made. 


OPINION OF THE COUBT BY JUDD. C J.

There was no order or decree made 
denying probate of the alleged will. 
When tbe uobe came on to be heard 
before us, it appeared that Mr Kinuey 
bad been consulted and had prepared 
and sent from Honolulu to the Circuit 
Court an "Appeal to the Buprerne 
Court'1 from the decision, judgment, 
order aud decree rendered in the 
above cause by the Honorable J. W. 
Kalua, Circuit Judge of tbe Circuit 
Court aforesaid on the 18th day of De- 
cember. A D. 1894, by which the will 
aforesaid was refused probate. This 
appeal ie taken upon all Issues of law 
and fact involved in said cause and 
upon all Undines of law and fact-ma4e 
by tbe said Judge iu said Court." 


It now appearing that no order re- 


fusing probate had been made by the 
Circuit Judge, Mr. Kinney, for the 
proponent, asks leave io withdraw 
her appeal herein without prejudice. 
This leads us to consider what the 


law is in reference to appeals iu pro- 
bate. 
The original jurisdiction in 


probate is in a Circuit Judge at 
Chambers. Chap. 109 of the Laws of 
1892 (p. 312). amends Bee. 69 of the Act 
to Reorganize tbe Judiciary Depart- 
ment, and prescribes tbat "Appeals 
shall be allowed from all decisions, 
judgments, orders or decrees of Circuit 
Judges in Chambers to the Supreme 
Court, except in cases in which the 
appellant is entitled to a jury," etc.; 
aud it further provides tbat where an 
appeal is taken from a certain Circuit 
Judge at Chambers to be tried before a 
jury another Circuit Judge shall pre- 
side at the trial. Section 70 of the 
Judiciary Act prescribes that appeals 
from a Circuit Judge at Chambers 
shall be heard by the Supreme Court 
on the record and no new evidence 
shall be introduced, unless it is clearly 
newly discovered aud material to the 
just decision of the appeal. 
Now by 


the Act of 1864, Compiled Laws, p. 
394, an appeal is allowed to the jury 
from an order of a Judge in probate 
on the validity of any will or testa- 
mentary devise, or auy facts touching 
tbe descent of property, etc., if tbe 
property involved exceeds the value 
of $500—as in this case. The "appeal 
under consideration being of this 
character, entitles the appellant to a 
jury, apt! therefore comes within the 
exception in Chap. 109, Laws of 1892, 
and this Court would not be author- 
ized to hear it. If the proponent 
•wishes to bave the case retried upon 
the facts, we know of no way by 
which it can be done except by ap- 
pealing to tbe Circuit Court of the 
Circuit where the cause arose, at term, 
where if moved for by proponent a 
jury would bear It, presided over by a 
Judge of some other Circuit. Errors 
of law made at tbe trial could then 
come to this Court by exception. 
"Exceptions" are only applicable to 
term cases. The Bill of Exceptions to 
this Court allowed by the Circuit 
Judge in this case would not permit 
us to bear the case anew upon tbe 
facts. The time within which an ap- 
peal may be taken from a Judge at 
Chambers begins to run from the 
order or decree made. Mutch v. iiolau, 
5 Haw., 314. Uu Wo Sang Co. v. Alo, 
7 Haw., 675. 


Tbere being no order made in this 
case, we find 110 difficulty in allowing 
tbe so-called "Appeal" to be with- 
drawn without prejudice, and as tbe 
papers Iu the cause are here we order 
them sent back to tbe Circuit Judge 
Second Circuit at Chambers with a 
direction to make an order in com- 
pliance with bis decision, and to allow 
the proponent to take such further pro- 
ceedings as shall be deemed proper.

The operetta, "The Little Orphans," 
the flpwer drill by sixteen girls and 
the "Hallelujah Chorus" merit es- 
pecial compliment. Addresses were 
made by Revs. Kapu, E. G. Beck- 
with, Kamakahiki and Hihio, by 
Hon. J. W. Kalua, George E. Beck- 
wltb and others. The presence of J. 
W. Colvllle, Judges Noa and Heleku- 
nihi was noted. 
Professor Stoeckle has been giving 
entertainments at Hamakuapoko re- 
cently. 
The Hana people are to have a rifle 
match among other Fourth of July 
celebrations. 
Manuel Ross of Wailuka is the

I shall then 
visit points in China, continuing 
therce to Germany, Switzerland 
and England, arriving home about 
the time when a new administra- 
tion comes into power. 


"I am now on my second tour 


around the world, having spent a 
short time here thirteen years ago. 


"Since that time I have found a 


great many changes commercially, 
educationally and politically."

W. C. PEACOCK ABROAD. 


Has Only Good Words to Say of 


the Islands.

San Francisco papers note the 


arrival of W. C. Peacock, wife, 
child and governess, and in speak- 
ing of them says Mr. Peacock is a 
prominent merchant at the island 
metropolis, and although a British 
subject, is an ardent supporter of 
President Dole and the Republic. 
He laughs at the idea that the 
new Government is in danger of 
being overthrown, and says that 
the natives are daily growing to 
appreciate the new state of affairs 
and to accept it as an important 
advancement in the direction of 
progress and civilization.

departure for Vancouver, 


thence over the Canadian Pacific 
to New York and other Eastern 
cities, and finally to Europe.

Ibs. of tobacco to Honolulu to go 
per Morning Star to their corres- 
pondents in Micronesia, the Ha- 
waiian Board yesterday felt it ne- 
cessary to enforce the long-estab- 
miesionary regulation, that tobacco 
is contraband on the missionary 
ship. The goods will not go on the 
vessel. The members of the Board 
felt great regret at the necessity 
•f disobliging Wightman 
<fc Co., 


who have always been kind in 
transmitting freight and mails by 


.The jig of the dope dealers is up. 


That is so far as the cargo sup- 
posed to have been brought by the 
Norma early in Febsuary is con- 
cerned. When this collection of 
14,000 tins accompanied by two 
accomplished members of the Em- 
erald ring arrived it was the in- 
tention to land it near the island 
of Oahu, but the vigilance of the 
customs authorities was such that 
it was thought best to plant it in 
Lahaina bay which was accord- 
ingly done. 
After this the watch 


kept upon the two members of the 
Emerald was so close that they de- 
cided to leave the country, the 
leader deporting a few days after 
his arrival. 


This left the care of the dope in 


the hands of a committee that di- 
vided and subdivided each gang 
watching for an opportunity to 
down the opponents. The move- 
ments of the Lehua and the evi- 
dence that the officials must have 
information from an «autboritative 
source made all'hands shaky. 


The opium was finally taken up 


but the pursuit of the Lehua 
proved too much for the party hav- 
ing the consignment in hand. They 
slid into a cove and dropped their 
cargo where it 
is now closely 


watched by the Government au- 
thorities. Customs officials have 
the names of the men connected 
with the deal and are also watch- 
ing the man in whose possession is 
the paper marking the spot where 
the cargo was originally dumped. 
Assisted by advices on the Warn- 
moo the net about the opium deal- 
ers will become pretty closely wov- 
en, and it is only a matter of time 
when several "men about town" 
will receive official calls.

Interested In Cables. 


Hon. 
J. G. Ward, Colonial Treas- 


urer, Postmaster-General and Tele- 
graph Commissioner of New Zea- 
land, arrived on the Warrimoo last 
Sunday en route to his home. Mr. 
Ward has held an audience with 
officials in England and Canada. 
At Ottawa he met members of the 
Dominion Cabinet, and secret con- 
sultations were held regarding the 
Canadian-Pacific mail service, the 
proposed cable between Vancouver 
and New Zealand and a reciprocity 
treaty. Although the details of his 
work are not made public, assur- 
ance is given that a reciprocity 
treaty will soon go into effect that 
will prove a boon to the commer- 
cial interests of both countries in- 
terested.

Henry Johnson, proprietor of the 


Palace candy and book store on Hotel 
street, was arrested shortly after 1 
o'clock yesterday by Captain Scott, 
Marshal Hitchcock and Captain Ka- 
nae being present. The crime charged 
against Johnson is that of having 
committed 
forgery at 
Muscatine 


Iowa. 


Sheriff Wyllie of that place arrived 


by the Australia with extradition 
papers for the arrest of Johnson on 
the charge named, which was exe- 
cuted without delay. 
It was believed the accused would 


make strenuous resistance against 
arrest, owing to the supposed magni- 
tude of the crime, but such was not 
the case. 
When questioned at police head 


quarters Johnson admitted be was the 
party wanted, and would return *~to 
the "States without contesting the 
case. 
From a reliable 
source 
it wa 


learned that Johnson was for severa 
years, and up to about a year and a 
half ago, treasurer of 
Muscatine 


County, Iowa, being held in high 
esteem as a public servant. In his 
official position Johnson was the cus- 
todian of immense sums of money 
At one time he saw an opportunity to 
make a fortune by investment of con- 
siderable funds. With the supposed 
consent of one of his bondsmen the 
treasurer used some $80,000 of money 
belonging to the county, hoping, as 
many good men had before and since 
to realize profitably thereby 
and 


make full restitution. 
The venture 


failed and with it was lost the good 
name of both official and bondsman 
Seeing no other alternative, Johnson 
fled west into Kansas, thence to Call 
fornia and Hawaii. He is said to have 
carried away none of the money taker 
from Muscatine County, and landec 
at San Francisco with but fifty cents 
in his pocket. Through the sale of 
his household effects by Mrs. Johnson 
$700 being realized, the supposed de 
faulter was abie to reach Honolulu on 
$200 forwarded by his faithful wife. 
The remainder is easily told. After 
being in the islands but a short time, 
Johnson secured a position on an 
afternoon paper as collector and so- 
licitor. Strict attention to business 
soon brought Its reward, and the more 
lucrative work of bookkeeping in the 
newspaper office was secured. In the 
meantime Johnson had associated 
himself In the stationery business as 
partner of a blind man named Scbarf 
afterward succeeding to the sole own 
ershlp and purchasing later the Palace 
candy store, both being now conduct- 
ed by him. 


Mrs. 
Johnson arrived here a few 
months ago and, from the exemplary 
manner in which her husband ha( 
conducted himself since coming to 
Honolulu, was well received In socia 
and religious circles. 
The supposed defaulter was known 
here as Henry Johnson, having 
dropped William from the name he 
bore while residing in Iowa. He ren- 
dered active support to the Govern- 
ment during the late insurrection aa a 
member of the Citizens Guard, be- 
sides taking a prominent part in re- 
ligious work. 
Johnson is said to have embezzled 


over $30,000. He claims the amoun 
to be much less, and that his bonds 
men have liquidated the shortage 
Political reasons are assigned as the 
cause for his arrest. A party fron 
Iowa was recently in Honolulu and 
conversed with Johnson, who, he 
claims, betrayed his whereabouts fo 
a slight reward. 
Sheriff Wyllie and his prisoner wil 
leave by the Australia Monday. Mre 
Johnson and son will remain and 
assisted by C H. Ramsey, oanyoi 
the business acquired by the husbsnt 
and father. 
The arrest was the talk of the town 
yesterday and created more commen 
than has been beard in Honolulu fo 
some time.
